When no reports were re- 
ccivcd from him, Mr, Burns eald, 
Sylvester Cosgrove, one of the depart- 
ment's agents, was sent over to find

When the time for preparing din- 


aer arrives, not more than an hour 
•md a half at the most Is necessary 
for this dinner menu. The ham may 
be boiled the day before, the cocktail 
prepared and put on ice in a tightly 
eoverfd glass jar, the nuts cracked 
«nd p'ckefl out for the salad and the 
dressing made. In the morning the 
pudding should be made and packed 
«nd the cake baked. 


GRAPEFRUIT COCKTAIL. 


Three grape fruit 1-3 cup sugar, 


*4 teaspoon salt, maraschino cher- 
ries. 


Cut grape fruit in half. 
Remove 


center fiber -with scissors. With 
a 


•tiff spoon scoop out the. fruit be- 
tween the skm. Care must be taken 
not to scrape oft any of the white 
rind, as this is very bitter. Mix salt 
and sugar and sprinkle over fruit. 
Put in jar, 
cover closely and let 


•tand on ice over night. 


When ready to serve put in glass- 
•• and add a cherry and 1 teaspoon 
of maraschino juice. This will 
serve 


8 persons. 


BAKED HAM. 


Scrub ham well. Put to 
soak in 


cold water to cover for four hours 
Remove from water and wipe. Put 
In kettle with cold water to cover. 


Bring to the boiling point and sim- 


mer till tender, allowing about half 
an hour for each pound. Take from 
fIreland let ham cool in the liquor. 
Remove and cut off skin. Sprinkle 
with brown sugar and fine cracker 
crumbs. Stick with cloves. 


Put in roaster and roast an hour 


in a moderate oven, basting 
with 


sweet cider or the 
vinegar 
from 


sweet pickles. 


TWIC.E BAKED POTATOES. 


Six large potatoes S 
tablespoons 


butter, 1 teaspoon salt, Vi teaspoon 
pepper, 1-3 cup hot milk, 2 
eggs 


(whites). 
I 
tablespoons 
grated 


cheese. 


Scrub potatoes well with vegetable 


brush. Bake in a hot oven 1 hour. 
Remove from oven and cut In halves 
lengthwise. 
Scoop 
outside. 
Mash 


in a hot crock. Beat in butter.' salt, 
peper and hot milk. Beat whites of 
eggs till stiff and dry and fold in 
potato. Fill skins, 
sprinkle 
with 


grated cheese and put in a hot oven 
to brown. 


GLACE SWEET POTATOES. 


Four medium sized sweet potatoes, 


\<< cup granulated sugar, 
2 table- 


spoon brown sugar, 
Vt cup water, 


% teaspoon cinnamon, 1 tablespoon 
butter. 


Pare potatoes and 
cut In 
Inch 


slices. Parboil ten minutes. Make a 
sirup of the sugar and water and 
butter. Put potatoes in a buttered 
baking dish and pour over half of 
the sirup. Sprinkle with cinnamon 
and bake in a hot oven until brown 
Baste with remaining sirup. 


FROZEN FIG- PUDDING. 


One cup figs, 1 cup sugar, 1 table- 


spoon lemon juice, % teaspoon salt, 
2 cups whipping cream, 2 eggs, 
1 


cup milk 


Wash figs and soak over night In 


water to cover. Stew in same water 
till tender. Beat eggs with 
sugar 


and salt. Sca'd milk and pour over 
egg mUture, 
mixing 
thoroughtly. 


When figs are tender, rub through 
fine sieve. Add to milk and egg mix- 
ture. Whip cream till firm and com- 
bine mixtures. Turn 
into a 
mold 


pack in ice and salt and let 
stand 


for four or five hours.

Corn in 1922. 


The Douglas county Farm Bureau 


letter issued recently declares that 
the corn acreage must be lowered un- 
til the surplus grain Is used. Soy- 
beans are discussed. The letter says: 


"With 
370,000,000 bushels of corn 


more in the Vnited States than was 
ever before consumed and 
exported 


in one year and the price of corn far 
below the actual cost of production, 
the farmer of the cornbelt must de- 
vote more of his farm 
acreage to, 


other crops until this surplus is con- 
sumed. Where less than 23 per cent 
of the 
farm acreage 
is being de- 


voted to legumes they are the logical 
crops to grow to the extent of at 
least one-fc.urth of the farm. 


DESERVE 
PLACE. 


"We are having many inquiries re- 


garding soybeans and feel that they 
deserve 
to occupy 
a part 
of the 


acreage devoted to legumes. Quite an 
acreage of soybeans have been grown 
in Illinois during 
the past fifteen 


years. They were used in the rotation 
when clovers failed 
and harvested 


mostly for hay c\r seed. They have 
been planted with corn to be pas- 
urci with hogs 
and sheep. 
They 


make good feed for all classes of live- 
stock when pastured with stalks aft- 
er the corn has been husked. Soy- 
bean hay compares 
very favorably 


with clover and alfalfa. 


"The factor that limited the pro- 


duction of soybeans has been inabil- 
ity to dispose of the surplus seed at 
a fair price. This problem was re- 
cently solved when Mr. Stalcy of De- 
catur definitely stated that lie will 
install machinery for grinding and 
extracting the bean oil and will be 
ready this fall to handle beans at 
the rate of 60 to 200 tons per day. 
This assures a demand for thousands 
of acres of beans this coming year. 


GROW WELL. 


"Soybeans grow well on the soils 


of this county, the important point 
being to place nitrogen 
gathering 


bacteria in the soil, wilh the seed 
for tile soybean bacteria arc nat now 
present in the soils. 


'Soybeans are 
a warm 
weather 


plant hut mav he seeded as early as it 
is safe to plant corn. Karly maturing 
varieties miy he seeded as late as 
June loth and mature before frost. 


SEEDING. 


"For seed production, soybeans are 


seeded at the 
rate 
of about one 


bushel per 
acre. For 
hay a little 


heavier seeding may be advisable tn 
secure a finer hay

Approach of Cold Weather 


Subjects Fowls to Colds 


and Other Ills. 


BV JOHX W. SAA'NER. 


As cold weather approaches, the at. 


tention of the poultry breeder is at- 
tractcd to the housing of his flock. 
Most any shelter will do when there 
is no chill in the air, hut when frost 
is common, the conscicntioub breeder 
wonders why so many of his birds get 
! colds and die. 


There arc two principal condition* 


' that enter into the housing, cither ot 
which being overlooked will produce 
seuous results. Roosts rear openings 
will 
subject 
the birds to 
sudden 


changes 
of temperature and colds 


will develop in many cases. 


PLACD ROOSTS LOW. 


Boosts too near the roof will ha\» 


equally as bad an effect. As stated 
in former articles, tho roosts should 
be near the floor, for two reasons, one- 
being to prevent colds, the other to 
keep the flock from becoming damp 
on account of the moisture from the 
exhalation of the birds when on the 
perches. 


Koine cold morning before the S"un 


gets up, go into the sleeping quartets 
of the poultry where the roosts are 
more than two feet from the floor, 
and obser\e the frost that collected 
dining the night on the under side ot 
the roof. Lookb rather chilly and de- 
cidedly uncomfortable. If the roof :s 
low, this dampness and chill surely 
will give the birds cold. 


PERCHES OX NORTH SlDH. 


Since it is well established that 


perches should be opposite the open- 
ing and as far from the front open- 
ing as possible, H naturally follow-5 
that the north side of the house 
should be set apart for the perches.

perches be located endwise to the 
south opening, beca-ut-e of possible 
drafts, especially when the wind is 
from the south.
